ness. Never were so many people 
humiliated by so few.” 

The.Ottawa Journal deals With 
the policy, editorially, under the 
caption, “Mr, King takes a gallup 
poll in a vital emergency.”

In all the 
history ef British government, in 
all the history of democratic 
government, there has been noth- 
ing quite like this, There cer- 
tainly has been nothing like it 
in the history of war.”

SHip FOOD HOME 

What these central agencies do 
for heavy industry and raw ma- 
terials, the, German soldier and 
tourist has done for consumers’ 
goods. They have literally eaten 
and shopped their way through 
every country they have entered. 
More of this process later. It is suf- 
ficient for the moment to point out 
that the German post office last 
year installed what amounts to a 
special department to handle the 
shipment of empty boxes sent by 
relatives and friends to soldiers in 
the field to be filled with food and 
anything else that could be found 
and returned to the folks at home. 
The Berliners even developed a 
slang expression for the looting 
which translates: loosely as “pur- 
chase at the point of a pistol.” 

This piratical feature of the 
Nasi campaigns actually has dene 
much te sustain morale at home 
and in the army. But as every- 
thing else, it must someday end 
and that end comes ever closer. 

Consumers’ goods have been ex- 
hausted ‘and cannot be replaced 
because industry and raw materials 
must be devoted exclusively to the 
war needs of the Nazis, while the 
downward trend of industry and 
raw materials, a gradual process 
for the first two years of the war, 
has been tremendously accelerated 
by the expenditures in the Russian 
battles. 


MODERN SLAVES- 

The game scrapil'g of the bin that 
has been applied to production and 
goods has also been loosed on Eur- 
ope's human resources, Approxim- 
ately 2,000,000 war prisoners, mod- 
ern slaves, scooped up in the Nazis’ 
blasting campaigns,: were at. work 
in German factories and farms be- 
fore the onslaught on Russia. There 
are no dependable figures to indi- 
cate how much this number may 
Since have been increased. 


An additional 1,000,000 Poles 
have been torn from their fam- 
ilies and their homes and com- 
pelied te serve their Nasi masters 
in the Reich. Each mew defeated 
country contributed further they- 
sands and. butdreds of thousands 
ef “volunteer” workmen under 
the pressure of the occupying 
forces. Allies have been treated 
with the same ruthless disregard 
—there are three hundred thou- 
sand Italians uprooted and sery- 
ing in the Reich. 

They come in all from 20 differ- 
ent nations, or their remnants, and 
their number last fell was almost 
2,200,000, exclusive of war prisoners, 
the official German labor journal 
reported in December. Between a 
fourth and a fifth of them are 
women. How well they fare may 
be judged from the fact that a 


barfacks under the watchful charge 
of: the SS. and Gestapo. nets 6 
marks 30 pfennings for a minimum 
of: forty-eight hours a week—$2,52 
at the official rate, less than $1.60 
on the old and much more accurate 
basis. 


INCREASE WORK WEEK 


Without regard for the economies, 


they may disrupt, the Nazis like- 
wise have conipelled their conquer- 
ed’and allied neighbors to increase 
the work. week for laborers living 
at home and working in war in- 
dustries serving the Germans, the 
only ones permitted to operate. Late 
in November, for example, Bul- 
garia jumped the hours from 48 
to 60. 

The Danes have had a slightly 
different dose. Considered more 
trustworthy than their Norwegian 
neighbors, they were recruited by 
the thousands to construct the Falk- 
enhorst line of coastal fortifications 
in Norway. Seventy-two hours. &@ 
week is no rarity for them. They 
find themselves bound by contract, 
the breaking of which involves not 
only civil penalties but long-term 
jail sentences. A not inconsiderable 
number have lost their lives at- 
tempting to escape to Sweden, 

As everything else in Europe, 
humans sre running down. But 
the pressure for workers and ever 
more workers continues, and will 
continue so long ag the Nazis have 
the power. Meanwhile every con- 
celvable measure will be brought 
te bear to squeeze out additional 
production. Unit figures are a 
source of desperate concern to the 
masters of the continent. 

The discovery that Europe's re- 
sources have definite limits has 
come as a bitter disappointment to 
the individual German who is still 
in better circumstances than his 
conquered or overrun = neighbors, 
for the Nazis have said candidly 
and frequently thaf Germany will 
be the last European country to go 
hungry or unclothed, 


“NOTHING” IN RUSSIA 

But the Paris gowns-on the of- 
ficers’ wives at the Berlin opera 
this winter will be last year’s mod- 
els because there are no new ones. 
The average German murmuring as 
he did before Christmas, “God, if 
we could only buy that!” And his 
relatives in Russia, if they survive, 
will write as one young officer bit- 
terly- wrote, “In this country there 
is nothing—nothing—nothing.” 

I can remember ne better pic- 
ture of what it means for the rest 
eof Europe than Narbonne, . once 
a busy. city in southern France 
Rear the Mediterranean where 
‘our train stopped for three heurs 
on the agonising and uncertain 
journey from Switseriand te 
Lisbon. In all ite empty streets 
almost nothing moved except the 
slinking degs—one at each ef the 
garbage cans that lined the curbs. 

On, a larger scale this downward 
spiral has demonstrated that Europe 
in its former boundaries is not self- 
sufficient and has served as a driv- 
ing lash to the Nazis’ further con- 
quests. It explains the savage on- 
slaught on Russia, a _ reservoir 
whith the Germans to their sorrow 
and discouragement have been uh- 
able'to tap. Even should they con- 
quer the Soviets it will require 
years to orgsnize their resources 
because of the thoroughness of the 
Russian “scorched earth” policy. 


NOW GRIM RACE 

The problem gives a little un- 
derstood significance to the Afri- 
can campaigns, for “Africa is essen- 
tial to the ‘operation of the “con- 
tinental fortress" which iHtler : is 
undertaking to establish, and it wil) 
condition the Nagi strategy in this 
portion of the world. Should the 
pinch become teo desperate it 
would probably touch off the all- 
out attack on England.

Confederation 
Aims Defeated 


Conflict between provincial and 
Dominion legislative rights that 
impedes economic and social pro- 
gress, has created the need to es- 
tablish the right for the Canadian 
parliament to amend the constitu- 
tion of Canada in accordance with 
the needs of the nation in the light 
of its economic requirements, E. E. 
Roper, Edmonton, asserted at a 
meeting of the general member- 
ship of the C.C.F. party held 
Thursday night at the 1.0.0.F. hall, 
103 street. 


This conflict also demands that 
decisions with respect to the con- 
stitution be referred to the Supreme 
Court of Canada rather than to the 
Privy Council, a court so remote 
from this country that it cannot be 
expected to interpret the constitu- 
tion in the light of the circumstances 
prevailing in this country, he con- 
tended. 


FOR MUTUAL BENEFITS 

Opening his remarks Mr. Roper 
reviewed the birth of Confederation 
which he stated was brought about 
by economic necessity. He said that 
Confederation was conceived as the 
means by which the colonies of Can- 
ada would unite for mutual bene- 
fits, and to achieve that which was 
impossible us separate political and 
economic entities, 


But the colonies were not pre- 
pared to give up all their powers to 
a new single state of which they 
would be part. They compromised 
and a federation was formed which 
involved a division of legislative 
powers, he said. 


The divisions of legislative powers 
are set out in sections 91 and 92 of 
‘the British North America act, and 
although it was the apparent inten- 
tion of the Fathers of Confederation 
that a strong central state should be 
created, court interpretations of the 
conflicing legislative powers has 
stripped the federal parliament of 
much of the wide and sweeping 
powers which the architects of the 
constitution envisioned for the Do- 
minion parliament. 


CIVIL RIGHTS 

To illustrate the conflict of legis- 
lative ‘authority and its impeding 
influence on socia} legislation, Mr 
Roper referred to the decisions of 
the Privy Council declaring ultra 
vires the Minimum Wage Act, the 
Employment and Social Insurance 
Act, and other social legislation 
passed by the Federal parliament 
in 1935. This legislation was de- 
clared unconstitutional because of 
conflict with provincial property 
and civil rights. 
Mr. Roper asserted that “we are 
new prevented under the Consti- 
a Se te dat eee aateaereais 
event, the war in Europe has re- 
solved itself into a grim race in 
which Naziism must conquer be- 
fore the Allies are strong enough 
to crush it—or lose everything. 

Unfortunately, it cannot be re- 
ported honestly that the Allies are 
now in any position to deal a death 
blow to Hitlerism. The outcome of 
the race is by no means certain 
Only one fact is sure—tortured, 
plundered, enslaved Europe faces 
immensely greater suffering before 
the end is reached.

Amendment to the Alberta 
Mines Act to place fire bosses 
and examiners of working places 
in mines under the direction and 
pay of the provincial mines 
branch and remove them from 
company control, was urged upon 
the provincial government by, 
the executive board of District 18 
of the United Mine Workers of 
Alberta, Thursday, 

Headed by Robert Livett, Calgary, 
president of District 18 of the UM. 
W.A., the board presented resolu- 
tions. to the government urging re- 
visions to the Workmen's Com- 
pensation Act and the Mines Act 
to be made at the forthcoming ses- 
sion of the legislature. Premier 
William Aberhart advised the dele- 
gation that the government would 
take the proposals under con- 
sideration, 


RESULT OF INQUIRY 

Members of the board who waited 
on the cabinet were Mr. Livett, 
John Stokaluk, Calgary, vice-presi- 
dent; Bdward Boyd, Calgary; M.

The request for change in the 
status of fire bosses and other in- 
spectors of mines arose from the 
judicial inquiry, recently concluded, 
into the explosion which killed 29 
miners in Brazeau Collieries at 
Nordegg on October 31. Fire bosses 
testifying at the inquiry urged that 
they be employed by the mines 
branch, stating that they could 
execute their duties more reliably 
if they were not answerable to the 
companies, 


COMPENSATION ACT 


Removal of Dr. Victor Wallace 
Wright, chairman, and Alfred Far- 
milo, member of the Compensation 
Board, was asked in a resolution. 
It was stated that Dr. Wright had 
“failed to fairly and justly admin- 
ister the Workmen's Compensation 
Act, thereby causing hardship and 
unnecessary suffering to injured 
workmen” and* that Mr. Farmilo 
“represents only a minority of the 
Organized workers in the Province 
of Alberta.” Mr, Farmilo is presi- 
dent of the Alberta Federation of 
Labor. 

It was also requested that a com- 
mittee be appointed consisting of 
three members each from the leg- 
islative assembly, employees and 
employers for the purpose of re- 
ceiving representations as to the 


operations ef the Workmen's 
Compensation (Accident Fund) 
Act. 

MINES ACT 


Amendment to the Compensation 
Act to increase compensation from 
66 2-3 per cent of workmen's earn- 
ings to 100 per cent and the min- 
imum from $10 to $20 a week is 
asked. 

Several other amendments to the 
Compensation Act also are asked in 
the brief submitted. 

In amendments to the Mines Act, 
payment of time and a half for 
overtime and double time for Sun- 
days and holidays is asked. Revision 
in the methods of weighing coal 
after it has been cut and loaded by 
miners also is sought. 

Placing fire bosses under direc- 
tion of the mines branch is asked 
as a safety measure, so that a 
“true report” will be given on ex- 
amination of working places. En- 
forcement of the Mines Act rela- 
tive te ventilation is urged, 


MOTHERS’ ALLOWANCES 

Abolition of “closed camps” ts 
urged, on the ground that they are 
“not in keeping with democratic 
principles.” 

Increase in the Mothers’ Allow- 
ances to meet the rising cost of liv- 
ing and payment of allowances for 
children up to the age of 19 years, 
provided they continue to attend 
school are urged. At present allow- 
ances for boys are cut off at 15 and 
girls at 16. 

State hospitalization and medical 
aid were among a number of other 
resolutions submitted. 

It was also urged that the Dom- 
inion and provincial governments 
formulate a policy to stabilize the 
coal industry.

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Echoes Of Hong Kong 


The session of parliament which 
opened in November, 1940, closed on 
Wednesday. The major and almost 
the only item of business at the closing 
sitting was a statement by Hon. J. L. 
Ralston on the melancholy affair at 
Hong Kong. Statements had been 
made in an Ontario by-election that ‘a 
large number” of under-trained men 
were added to the two Canadian bat- 
talions sent there in order to bring 


them up to strength. The Minister sup-’ 


lied the facts, which show that Col. 
Drew in making these allegations was 
no nearer the exact truth than usual. 

The Royal Rifles was at full 
strength and fully trained when assign- 
ed to Hong Kong. The Winnipeg Gren- 
adiers was 127 men below strength. To 
fill up the Grenadiers’ ranks and pro- 
vide “first reinforcements,” 439 addi- 
tional men went sent in the contingent. 
Of these 291 were fully up to the stand- 
ard of training required for oversea 
duty—twice a8 many as needed to 
bring the Grenadiers up to strength. 
The remaining 1388 men were below 
standard. How they came to be in- 
cluded is the subject of an inquiry now 
under way. Perhaps the idea was that 
they would have time to complete train- 
ing at Hong Kong before needed in ac- 
tion, a supposition upset by the treach- 
ery of Tokyo. 

To the same treachery was due the 
failure of a ship-load of munitions to 
reach Hong Kong before war broke out. 
When last heard from the ship was at 
Manila, and the equipment it carried is 
no doubt helping General MacArthur’s 
force to hold the Bataan peninsula 
there. 

The outcome only too planly shows 
that Hong Kong could not have been 
saved if the 138 below-standard men 
had been fully trained and the muni- 
tions had arrived before the enemy 
struck. Hong Kong was really doomed 
ten years ago, when at the Washington 
conference Britain and the United 
States bound themselves to not develop 
first-class naval bases anywhere in the 
Pacific Ocean. Whether—its fate fore- 
seen, it was militarily worth while to 
make a fight for the place at all, is a 
question for experts. 

What is known is that the garrison 
made the best fight possible in the cir- 
cumstances, and Hong Kong is another 


place-name added to the honor roll of 


the Canadian army. 


Parliament Must Be Free To Act 


The Speech from the Throne directs 
the attention of parliament to one sub- 
ject only—the expansion of Canada’s 
war program. This is the proper reac- 
tion to the entry of Japan into the 
struggle, which has made the whole 
world a war zone. Up to the 7th of 
December the war was regional, vast as 
were the areas over which fighting had 
spread. It is no longer regional, but 
universal. No country can now con- 


sider itself secure against Axis attack, 
unwarned and savage. Canada is hold- 
ing segments of two fronts, the Atlan- 
tic and the Pacific. 

This swift and drastic change in the 
situation calls for speedier and unham- 
pered action in the progressive develop- 
ment of our war effort. Our fighting 
forces must be enlarged as strategy de- 
mands, our munitions output increased, 
our production of food for ourselves 
and our Allies scaled to the new circum- 
stances. Between these three branches 
of the national effort there has to be 
balance; we must do our part militar- 
ily, industrially and in the provision of 
food. And our part is nothing less 
than the maximum we are able to reach 
by ordered and rapid action. 

At present the Government is mor- 
ally bound to recruit forces for over- 
sea by voluntary enlistment. The Op- 
position members are bound by the 
same undertaking, given during the 
election campaign two, years ago. Vol- 
untary enlistment has thus far provid- 
ed aS many men as required. But the 
new Situation may demand an increase 
of our oversea forces out of all propor- 
tion to past needs, and in the speediest 
manner possible. 

The voters are therefore to be 
asked, by plebiscite, to release the Gov- 
ernment from this restriction, and give 
it entire freedom of action as to the 
methods to be used in securing men for 
the oversea forces. Should the release 
be granted, it will automatically also 
free Opposition members from their 
pledges, if they associate themselves in 
the request. 

The release thus sought should be 
given. The duties and dangers of 1942 
are not those of 1940. The future is 
leas foreseeable. The deliberate proce- 
dure then possible cannot now be de- 
pended upon. The national authority 
must be the sole judge as to if or when 
methods have to be changed, and hold 


full power to make changes as _condi-’ 


tions unfold,

That is the substance of informa- 
tion given out at Ottawa as to the pol- 
icy to be followed in diverting materials 
from luxury use to war tools. The auto- 
mobile factories will put together the 
parts they have on hand and then go 
out of the business. The cars thus 
made and those now in stock will be 
placed in a pool, from which doctors 
and other “essential” users will be sup- 
plied, while the factories will turn to 
the building of equipment for the fight- 
ing forces—our own fighting forces 
and those of our Allics. So far-reach- 
ing are the demands of this mechan- 
ized war. 

But there is the other side of the 
icture. It is very fortunate that we 
ave in Canada these great plants 

which can so easily be converted into 
Fens of munitions, staffed by 

ighly trained men, and equipped with 
adaptable machinery. The would-be 
buyer who has to postpone the pur- 
chase of a new car will know that the 
factory where these are ordinarily pro- 
duced in such amazing numbers is not 
standing idle and its employees out of 
work, but that plant and men are turn- 
ing out things which presently are of 
infinitely more value to him than any 
sort of luxury convenience. 


Who would want a new car at the 
expense of one less gun or tank or 
plane somewhere in the fighting line?

St. Pierre Tastes Victory |. 


French Atlantic Islands Lay Plans ‘5... withdrew ils fighting trawlers 


to Aid France When, Hitler 
Is Driven Out 
By IRA WOLFERT 

$,. PIERRE—On the second Sunday of 
the occupation of these islands by Free 
French forces, the local citizenry devoted 
itself to parading along the quays in the 
low, stately style of the French petit bour- 
geoise and looked muth as it did under the 
Vichy regime. 

This is interesting enough when it is 
remembered that these obscure people, 
who live about as far from the rest of the 
world as they can get, are also the first 
segment of the world’s population to he 
freed from a dictatorship by democratic 
military might and so the first to profit 
from the kind of victory for which the 
whole second world war is being fought. 

Warships threw their shadows over 
them. Many more uniforms were visible 
among them and many more men with 
glitter and precision in their manner and 
sea dog bark in their talk. Many local 
young men were absent—off on duty, 
either with the Free French forces now 
prowling the world digging leased and lent 
claws into whatever of Hitler they can 
find or with the home guard here, prepar- 
ed to defend the government they freely 
elected, 

Yet, after the first burst of uproar, the 
Skin of life here has closed over placidly. 


Three Currencies 


However, under the surface, large scale 
events are shaping up rapidly—large scale, 
that is locally. In the first place, while 
the official currency of the island is the 
franc, all of its trade since the war has 
been with Canada and the United States so 
that three currencies are more or less 
chronic to the local tills. 

Since the occupation, Canadian and 
United States dollars—mostly held by 
merchants, a majority of whom were for 
Vichy—have disappeared from circulation. 
The machinery of contro] required to se- 
cure the valuta necessary for a territory 
which exists off foreign trade was éstab- 
lished by the Vichy regime, but seems to 
have been used as a political weapon. Ap- 
parently the former governor, Baron de 
Bournat, made his exchange office, 
through which exports and imports were 
funnelled, elastic in order to put cash into 
the hands of his supporters and glue up 
their loyalty and keep the valuta out of the 
ee of the opposition and so punish 

em. 

The moment the St. Pierre-Miquelon 
archipelago voted to go Free French it 
became a unit in an empire which is op- 
erated as an economic entity by the Free 
French in England. The produce of these 
possessions is thrown into a pool and de- 
ficits are made up from this pool, 

The Free French empire—in common 
with all other empires—is not a profit- 
making enterprise, but is felt by imperial- 
ists to compensate in strategic values for 
what it lacks in money value. 


Dependent 


St. Pierre-Miquelon, for example, has 
never been self-supporting and very likely 
never will be. But it is stuck like a giant 
molar in the mouth of the St. Lawrence 
gateway for any naval force attempting to 
breach the defenses of Canada and the 
United States. Its outer harbor provides 
safety for capital ships, its inner harbor 
a docile landing surface for seaplanes and 
the Allies and the United States may be 
induced to take advantage of these natural. 
opportunities, 

In the meantime, the administration is 
trying to make the islands more self-sup- 
porting than they have been. Under. Vichy, 
the wealth of the islands was concentrated 
in the hands of a very few families while 
the rest of the population lived for most of 
the year on a dole from Vichy funds frozen 
in the United States and Canada. 

The cause of a substantial part of this 
economic disparity is thought to have been 
political. Baron de Bournat relied heavily 
on the support of those who made money 
under his regime. At the same time, he

Besides, said M. Alain Savary, the ad- 
ministrator, “We are going to stock up a 
supply of fish and cod liver oil to feed 
France when Hitler has been chased out, 
Ships laden with food will make a victory 
sail to France from all parts of the em- 
pire in accord with a plan designed by 
Prime Minister Churchill and President 
Roosevelt for feeding Europe when peace 
begins.”

Well, What Do You Want For A Nickel? 


Pertinent and Impertinent Re- 
marks on This City’s Street 
Railway System 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 

I am a connoisseur of street cars. 

Before the war, I would have hesitated 
to make that bald admission. I would have 
subscribed to the prevailing snobbery of 
that period and endeavored to create the 
illusion that while I might bowl around in 
high-powered cars and listen to the furi- 
ous ticking of a taxicab meter with non- 
chalance, the common ‘ 
street car was not within 
my social orbit. 

The war, however, has 
made a virtue out of 
many necessities, 

Today it is fashionable 
to be common, Extrava- 
gance is vulgar. Street 
car riding, therefore, is 
not only convenient—it is 
patriotic, 

Thus, as » paleoh 4 
am free to confess tha rl 
like riding on street cars Bearela Evatt 
and I have always liked riding on street 
cars, I find that examining the faces of 

ple is far more interesting than exam- 
ining the face of a speedometer. And the 
contact with jostling, mostly exuberant 
humans is infinitely better for the soul 
than ‘staring icily through the dignified 
plate glass of a windshield. 

Moreover, the point of view produced 
by street car riding is much more whole- 
some, Before I took to the street cars, I 
was a murderous feudalist. I regarded the 
pedestrian haughtily, while the thought 
would take macabre form in my brooding 
mind of how splendid each one would 
look spattered along the roadway. 

Street car riding has civilized me. Since 
taking to trams, I do not feel actually 
murderous probably more than two or 
three times a day. : 

This is the levelling effect of the war. 
It enables me, without fear of diminish- 
ing my social prestige, (at which my 
friends will please not titter), to make 
these two admissions: 

1, That I am revoltingly common. 

2. That I am a connoisseur of street 


cars, 
Critical 


I use the term “connoisseur” advisedly 
and deliberately because every connois- 
seur must be a critic. Indeed, one becomes 
a connoisseur only by the critical ap- 
proach. ~ 

The very essence of being a connois- 
seur of wine, for instance, is to indulgently 
find fault with it, The man who guzzles 
down a glass of fine Burgundy and smacks 
his lips is merely a coarse tosspot, But 
the fellow who takes it gently and sipping- 
ly and then, cocking a reflective eye aloft, 
as though in veritable communion with 
Bacchus, says “Perhaps a bit too much 


body, don’t you think?”—well, that fel- 
low is your real simon pure expert. 

For thig reason I describe myself as a 
connoisseur of street cars, Let it not be 
thought that my criticism of street cars 
is founded on any dislike for them, but 
rather that my critical observations are 
founded, as the observations of any con- 
noisseur must be, on a burning and pas- 
sionate love for my subject. 

Actually, there is no paradox in this. I 
propose to set forth my affectionate regard 
for Edmonton street cars by showing how 
riding in Edmonton stret cars gives me a 
pain in the neck, 

Slow 


My first criticism is that it takes too 
long to get places. As a matter of actual 
experience, I know that it takes longer 
to get from my point of embarkation on 
124 street to The Bulletin office than it 
does to ride from Pelham to the Grand 
Central station in New York—a distance 
of more than 30 miles. 

I do not advocate excessive speed over 
sometimes hazardous roadbeds, nor the 
wholesale adoption of New York habits. 
But, after all, the comparison is a bit 
thick, isn’t it? 

As a matter of fact, actual speed has 
very little to do with it. Our street car 
service is slow mostly because of unneces- 
sary delays. 

There is too much waiting at terminals. 

There is too much delay in getting pas- 

| sengers On and off the cars. Rear and 
centre exits on cars that have them are 
barely used at all, On some cars, if not 
all of them, these rear exits are blocked 
up. Consequently each important stop is 
frequently twice as long as it needs to be. 

It has been argued, I believe, that on 
one-man-cars it is necessary to file disem- 
barking passengers past the motorman for 
the purpose of securing transfers. 

Why not give passengers transfers when 
they pay their fares? 

That is what they do in Toronto and it 
seems to work very well. As a matter of 
fact, a Toronto motorman fairly forces a 
transfer on you whether you want it or 
not, They are-deeply hurt if you won't 
take one. There is an actual instance of a 
Toronto motorman, in such case, becoming 
noticeably depressed within the hour and 
gradually falling into a chronic melan- 
cholia from which he never recovered. 

It is all part, of course, of that large- 
hearted Toronto spirit. » 

You may say that this system might 
encourage an illicit traffic in transfers or 
the improper use of them. 

Nonsense! 

I base this emphatic denial on the well- 
known fact that no one in Toronto is 
known to have permitted himself to be 
cheated by anybody within the memory of 
mortal man. 

Another source of delay—and I say 
this with seemly respect and proper diffid- 


ence—is what appears to me to be unnéc- 
essaty loquacity on the part of some 
motormen, 

Occasionally some passengers, bloated 
with unspoken words, halts on the front 
vestibule and engages the motorman in 
pig aay Always the car's speed dim- 
n 4 
I suggest that this is a dangerous and 
unessential practice. No one would be of- 
fended, for long anyway, if the motormen 
were instructed to tell such passengers, 
politely, to shut their so-and-so faces and 
go inside, 

God forbid that I should discourage 
gre ariousness at any time. But the social 
instinct should be kept firmly under con- 
trol when one is trying to extract speed 
out of a street car. 

I make this criticism neither in sorrow 
Nor in anger, but, as a proper connoisseur 
should, out of a deep, humanistic love for 
motormen. 

I forgot to say that I am also a con- 
noisseur of motormen, 


Car Shortage 

I should like to point out that better 
lights in the street cars would be appre- 
ciated. But perhaps this would be an ex- 
travagance and'I won't press it. 

I must, however, inform the City Coun- 
cil, not without bitterness, that this unsat- 
isfactory internal lighting was the cause 
of my misunderstanding a vital episode of 
Moon Mullins which threw the continuity 
of the story out of line for a whole week, 
causing me great mental anguish, the 
amount of which is even now being cal- 
culated by my solicitors. 

The whole point of this gentle com- 
plaint about street cars is based on the fact 
that I seem to remember something about 
a recent squawk from somewhere about 
the shortage of street cars in Edmonton. 

Someone said, I think, or perhaps I 
dreamed it, that there are not enough cars 
to accommodate the potential passengers. 

Well, then, why not work the street 
cars we have a little harder? 

I urge a faster service, not because I 
like to get places more quickly, certainly 
not, but because by cutting out these de- 
lays, conversational and otherwise, we 
could carry just that many more passen- 
gers and nip just that many more nickels 
out of the public’s purse, 

I am not, strictly speaking, an expert 
on street cars although I am a connoisseur 
of them. As a matter of fact, I am an 
expert in two things only, neither of which 
need be mentioned here, though I might 
say that one of them has fallen into 
desuetude because they no longer export 
that brand I like from France, 

So I merely draw these things to the 
attention of the street car people, knowing 
that in their wisdom they will find a 
solution, 

All of which is submitted, humbly and 
with ticket in hand. 


Need Clear-Cut Distinction Between Friends And Foes 


To Win War Everybody Must * 


Understand the Causes 


and Issues 
By DOROTHY THOMPSON 

In order to win this war it is necessary 
to understand its causes and its issues. If, 
for a moment, we lose sight of these, we 
may find ourselves losing the war by 
walking into the enemy’s camp. 

That is what happened in France. 
France fought “Germany” and “Italy” but 
the ruling forces were 
playing with Fascist ideas; 
they were hostile to the 
German and Italian na- 
tions, but susceptible to 
their ideologies. They 
wanted to win the war 
for France and Fascism. 
So they lost it for France 
to Fascism. 

When the war came 

Dorothy France was full of anti- 

Thompson fascist refugees. France 
treated them as “enemy” aliens, pro-Fas- 
cists denounced them; the government 
locked them into concentration camps 
along with Nazi spies. Meanwhile, the 
pro-Fascist elements in France remained 
at large; on the eve of the break through 
Holland the mistress of the Prime Minis- 
ter told me in M. Reynaud’s presence that 
she regretted that France was not Fascist. 
Laval was telling correspondents that the 
foreign policy had been wrong from the 
beginning—as Senstor Wheeler is atill 
doing privately, to his correspondents 


Beis 


The masses of the people in France knew 
this, and their apathy was immense. They 
were skeptical of a war against Fascism 
led by those tainted with it. 

“Enemy” Aliens 

Britain also pursued “enemy” aliens 
and locked thousands in concentration 
camps until the more sensible British peo- 
ple intervened for the release of those 
clearly pro-British and pro-Democracy. 
But the British were at least logical. They 
also locked up Sir Oswald Mosely and 
were ruthless with British Fascism. The 
enthusiasm of the British workers for the 
war is based on a thorough hatred and 
fear of Hitler's new feudalism, and the 
war has not left their situation static but 
brought them great industrial gains. 

What are we doing? Are we clearly 
making a war for liberation against the 
new order of uppression? Yes, in the 
President's speeches. No, everywhere else. 

We, too, start with a campaign against 
“enemy” aliens, and make no distinction 
except that of nationality. Thus, Count 
Sforza, who nighlty has been addressin; 
audiences of Americans of Italian descen 
denouncing Mussolini as the enemy of 
America and Italy, is an “enemy” and can- 
not cross a state line without permission, 

Although we do not recognize Hitler's 
conquest ‘of Austria we class al] Austrians 
as “enemies,” thus cancelling the foreign 
policy by a contradictory domestic policy; 
and the Free French are our allies every~ 
where except on the western hemisphere, 
and in France! All “enemy” aliens, even 


if they have a twenty-year public record 
as champions of democracy, are forced to 
carry identification cards, 

Serving Enemy ‘ 

I have no objection to this, nor, I am 
sure, do they. Among them are doubtless 
some who, posing as refugees, are serving 
the enemy's purpose, 

But what about the native-born or na- 
turalized Americans of the Germaft-Am- 
erican Bund who were cheering the Swas- 
tiska to the very outbreak of war? How 
about all the rest of our native Fascists 
who have been handing out the Stuttgart 
line for the Nazis, and who even now are 
fighting only the eastern end of the Axis 
—which is still the Nazi party line. And 
this latter line has never been repudiated 
by Lindbergh, 

Senator Reynolds is an outright pro- 
Nazi, unless miraculously converted on 
December 7th. He has been quoted and 
praised in Hitler's Berlin Voelkischer 
Beobachter. Two hundred thousand of 
his own constituents protested his appoint- 
ment as chairman of the military affairs 
committee of the Senate, But he ig still 
there, to make the stomach of a patriot fee] 
queasy. 

In al] countries the work of the Nazis 
has been done by native citizens, politice 
ians and. agitators, who have asserted their 
loyalty to the war until a moment of 
severe strain and reverses when they have 
gone over to the enemy. Can we learn 
nothing from experience? 

On December 10th the state depart- 
ment issued a statement of policy discour- 


aging all free national movements in Am- 
erica. 

Does the department realize what that 
did to break morale amongst anti-Nazis 
of Polish, Czech, Norwegian, and other 
descents? Are we seeking everywhere 
allies for a new world of freedom and 
democracy, or are we pursuing just ane 
other national war? The question is ane 
swered one way by the President and Mr. 
Churchill; another way by our official be- 
haviov But keeping the question clear 
happens to be primary to winning the war 
and the peace. 

All who are against Hitler's and Tojo's 
feudalism are our allies; all who are for it 
are Our enemies, On this line we can wage 
an international people’s war of immense 
political power. But without that line, the 
war is a repetition of the pattern of 1917- 
18, and since this is not the pattern, and 
Mie peone know it, the war will be dampe 
en if as it was in France by popular 
apathy. 

The war for the liberation of humanity, 
That is a slogan to oppose to the supermen 
warriors and the new order of industrial 
feudalism, provided we mean it. The peo- 
ple do mean it. But our officials seem 
rather inclined to start the old routine 
grinding. When a war comes, one does this 
and that—as though this were a war, any 
war, and not a particular, a unique war, 
of revolutionary origins, fought by our ene 
emies in a revolutionary way, a war that 
must also be fought and won by us; in 8 
Tevolutionary way,

Edmonton's tax collections, cur- 
rent and arrears, during 1941 set 
an all time record for the per- 
centage of taxes collected accord- 
ing to figures released Friday by 
City Commissioner John Hodgson. 
The total current and arrears paid 
in was $4,144,641. 

Current and arrears of taxes col- 
lected during 1941 was 113.5 of the 
levy, compared with 111.5 collect- 

ed last year which was the previ- 
ous all time high. 

Collections of current taxes reach- 
ed the record of 87.2 per cent of the 
levy, compared with 84.86 per cent 
in 1940 and 83.02 in 1939. 

Total cash paid into the city treas- 
ury from current taxes during 1941 
was $3,179,135, compared with $3,- 
059,793 in 1940 and $2,985,092 in 
1939. 

Current and arrears, of taxes paid 
amounted to $4,144,641 in 1941, to 
$4,021,702 in 1940 and $3,914,519 in 
1939. 

Commenting on the record tax 
collection this year Mr. Hodgson 
said it was extremely gratifying and 
demonstrates the soundness of the 
city's financial structure, The rec- 
ord, he added, was all the more re- 
markable when consideration is 
given to the other demands on cit- 
izens through increased taxation to 
meet Canada’s war effort.

Some of us do not give children 
credit for understanding as much 
as they do of our conversations, or 
of reflecting the fears and tensions 
in the atmosphere. 

A six-year-old who had made lit- 
tle mention of the war remarked 
soberly one day. “I wish there was 
no war. 1 wish the Germans and 
the Frances and Italies would all 
be dead.” His titles were slightly 
off, but his sentiments’ illustrated 
the definite sentiments he had, to- 
ward war and toward our enemies 

Parents cannot very well ignore 
the war; they are compelled to 
talk sensibly to their children 
ab-rt it. To ignore a subject so 
ove vhelming!y in our consctous- 
ness, would make i¢ even more 
terrifying. Children may fear to 
question us if we snap them off 
when they do. Their ears, how- 
ever, are wide open to our cries 
of distress when we hear bad 
news or our lamentations on the 
deplorable state of the universe. 

We wish that there were some 
models to be followed, but there 
are not. No doubt our own esti- 
mate of the horribleness of war is 
the scar of our own childhood ex- 
periences. What. we say must be 
said with the recognition that chil- 

dren are helpless and can do noth- 
ing, and so must not be burdened 
with fears over which they cannot 
be victorious. 

The best help we can give our 
children is to act unafraid. Our 
boldest faces must be turned to 
them. If we have fears they 
should not be aired in their pre- 
sence. 

We must reiterate that our cause 
is Just and so it must be victorious. 
There are moral standards to which 
we all subscribe and in which we 
believe so strongly that evil cannot 
prevail indefinitely. 

At the moment Hitler and Japan 
are the evil the world is fighting. 
Their plans are for the destruction 
of all we hold dear and precious, 
moral and right. It is our duty to 
combat this evi] in every way. Let 
us show children that while war it- 
self is terrible it may be necessary, 
and when it is we fight it with our 
heads high and every confidence in

Speaks Social 
Legislation 


Treating her subject from three 
standpoints, legislation enacted by 
the dominion government to safe- 
guard the welfare of Canada dur 
ing war; legislation that deals with 
rehabilitation of soldiers after the 
legislation that 
deals with public safety and order, 
Mrs. R. B. Gunn spoke to members 
of the U.F.W.A. convention on Fri- 
day afternoon. 

During war years with the in- 
evitable concentration of authority 
special alertness is necessary on the 
part of the citizens of a democratic 
state to ensure that when the final 
victory is ours, we shall not find 
on our own doorsteps impediments 
to that new order of security and 
freedom and justice towards which 
our organization aspires, she said. 

Canadian legislation is providing 
for after-the-war continuation of 
Studies of soldiers and servicemen 
interrupted by enlistment in the 
war, She said. 


POST-WAR 

Plans have been made, and acts 
made into laws about the post-war 
condition of these men, she said. 
“The order aims, insuring that young 
men who willingly interrupted their 
education shall be enabled to com- 
plete their courses and enrich the 
professional services of Canada by 
an influx of men whose war service 
has proved their high quality of 
citizenship. A valuable service is 
rendered to the student body by the 
timely formulation and publfcation 
of the government's provision for re- 
habilitation.” “The legislation has 
been sound”, she said, “and will pro- 
vide ex-soldicrs with grants of 
money to return to their scholastic 
work and finish it.” 

Comparing the social legislation of 
Canada with that of New Zealand, 
Mrs. Gunn, pointed out in detail the 
many aspects of social legislation 
as old-age pensions, invalid’s bene- 
fits; widows’ benefits; unemploy- 
ment, sickness, family and health 
benefits contained in the latter's 
policy ef legislation. 

“Our efforts, in Canada,” she con- 
cluded, have been devoted to iso- 
lated units, and piecemeal legisla- 
tion excellent in so far as we have 
gone. But if we combine the ideal- 
ism with the practicality of the peo- 
ple of New Zealand who shall say 
our Dominion of Canada is not cap- 
able of giving to all its citizens, 
irrespective of economic status or 
race, Universal “economic ‘security 
against the natural misfortunes from 
which no one is immune?”

National Voice 
In Government 


Is Farmer Need 


Addressing a large gathering of 
U.F.W.A. delegates on the last day 


; of their convention in the Macdon- 


ald hotel, Dr. A. E. Corbett, Direct- 
or of C.A.A.E., on Friday morning 
told the women, that during the 
past six years he had attended con- 
ventions of the farm people in 
every province in the Dominion 
with the exception of B.C., and that 
basically the problems of all these 
farmers are the same., They are 
mainly economic. 

He explained that between 1926 
and 1932 farm income in Canada 
dropped from 952 million dollars a 
year to 377° million, From 1930 to 
1938 the average yearly cash income 
to farmers in Canada was $468, and 
in 1940 it had risen to $700, and has 
improved considerably in 1941. 
With the rise of income there has 
been a steady advance in the cost 
of production. 

Dr. Corbett went on to explain 
that it follows that nothing short of 
a national policy for agriculture, a 
national and international policy of 
production and marketing can meet 
the difficult situation of the Cana- 
dian producer. If we are to have a 
national policy for agriculture it is 
necessary that the farmers should 
speak with one voice in national 
and international affairs. 

The farmers should have a voice 
in national affairs in other fields 
than purely economic ones. He 


should speak with one voice in mat- 


ters of education, public health, 


housing, electrification, hospitaliza- 
tion, and he should also be able to 
speak regarding the kind of world 


we want to emerge from the pre- 


sent world revolution. 


In conclusion Dr. Corbett urged 


his hearers to read, study, and dis- 


cuss, not only the problems of 
day, but the long and difficult 
lutions to a better world. If people 


can learn co-operation at home it 


is not such a long step to co-opera- 
tion and good-will among nations. 
Without that, we can have no en- 


during world order,

capital for the co-operatives, was 
passed unanimously. 

Another resolution recommend- 
ed to the co-op board that they 
negotiate with the varied U.F.A. 
co-op organizations in the prov- 
ince wih the object of arriving at 
8 uniform rate of dividends for 
all co-ops regardless of whether 
they operate in organized districts 
Or not. 

The financial report of co-opera- 
tive operations was passed after 
queries concerning executive salar- 
ies and allowances, U.G.G. loan, and 
service station operating losses, 
were answered by Norman Priest- 
ley, board manager. 

WORLD CHAMPIONS 

During the afternoon session the 
world’s wheat champion, William 
Miller of Edmonton, and the world's 
oats champion, William Skladan of 
Andrew were introduced to the 
gathering amid loud applause. 

In his pre-election speech Mr. Mc- 
Bride had the following to say: “In 
accepting the nomination for the 
presidential office I am going to be 
frank. I am not looking back. All 
my ideas are for the future and 
not for the past. 

“We have to keep on building and 
doing things and not to rest on the 
laurels of our past accomplishments, 
We must look for something per- 
manent, such as a buying and sell- 
ing co-operative.”

Mr. Gardiner was born in Aber- 
deenshire, Scotland, February 24, 
1879, and came to Canada in 1902. 
His first job was as a farm hand 
near Indian Head, Sask, and 15 
months later he took up a home- 
stead at North Battleford. 

He became interested in the Sas- 
katchewan Grain Growers’ Associa- 
tion and became a member of the 
organization in 1907. In 1913, two 
months after his arrival to Alberta 
after purchasing a farm near Excel, 
Mr. Gardiner joined the United 
Farmers of Alberta, and has been a 
supporter and worker in the organ- 
ization since. 

He was reeve of Municipal Dis- 
trict Golden Centre for seven years 
and vice-president of the Alberta 
Association of Municipal Districts 
for three years. 

In 1921 Mr, Gardiner was elected 
to the House of Commons as a 
U.F.A. member in a_ by-election 
representing the Medicine Hat con- 
stituency. That same year he was 
again elected at the general elec- 
tions. 

Following redistribution he was 
elected to represent the Acadia 
constituency in 1925, 1926 and 
1930. During his 14 years in the 
Ottawa house Mr. Gardiner was 
chairman of the U.F.A. members 
who were known across Canada 
as the “Ginger group.” 

He was elected to the presidency 
of the U.F.A. in 1931, succeeding the 
late Henry Wise Wood, and has 
held that office since,

City’s Charter 
Are Considered 


Electors in the city of Edmonton | 
shall, for the purpose of voting, 
be entitled to absent themselves 


from any service er employment 
in which they are engaged or em- 
Ployed from 4 p.m. to 6 p.m. on 
municipal election day, if a char- 
ter amendment approved by the 
bylaws committee of city council, 
is adopted by that body at its 
meeting on Monday night next, 
and fs ratified by the 
legislature, 

The charter amendment provides 
also that the elector shall not be 
liable, through his absence to vote, 
to any penalty or suffer or incur any 
reduction from wages or compen- 
sation to which he would have been 
entitled but for such absence. 

It 1s provided in the proposed 
charter amendment that where the 
employee is permitted by his em- 
ployer reasonable and sufficient op- 
portunity to vote at any other period 
during the hours of polling, that the 
proposed amendment shall not ap- 
ply. 

CITY AUDITOR 

If the amendment is passed by 
city council and ratified by the 
Legislature it will result in uniform- 
ity in Dominion, provincial and 
municipal legislation regarding time 
off for voting on election day. 

The committee approved also the 
proposed charter amendment which 
would provide the city council with 
authority to appoint the city auditor 
as the auditor for <!1 associated 
civic boards. These associated boards 
are: The Edmonton Exhibition Asso- 
ciation; The Edmonton Hospital 


provincial 


, Board; Edmonton Library Board; 


City Health Board; The Town Plan- 
ning Commission; The Stadium 
Cémmission, the Boxing Commission 
and any other boards, commission or 
organization to which the city coune 
cil has power to appoint represent- 
atives or members. 

Approval was given also to an 
amendment which would give the 
city council power to appoint any 
duly qualified barrister or solicitur 
of the supreme court of Alberta as 
revising officer. At present the re- 
vision is usually done by the Clerk 
of the Supreme court. 

Another charter amendment ap- 
Proved was that which would per- 
mit the city to prescribe and regu- 
late the hours of the day during 
which milk and cream may be de- 
livered by vendors to consumers 
within the city, and the hours of 
the day during which the highways 
of the city may be used by any 
Person for the retail delivery of 
milk and cream, or of any goods or 
wares of any kind. 

The committee approved also an 
amendment which would permit the 
impounding of a bicycle for a period 
not to exceed 30 days if its owner 
Had been convicted by a magistrate 
or justice of the peace. The im- 
pounding would be ordered by the 
convicting magistrate in addition to 
any penalty imposed. 

STREET CAR TURN 

The amendment seeking to em- 
power the city council to enter into 
agreements with any person, firm 
or corporation to operate a bus sys- 
tem within the city, subject to such 
terms and condition as the council 
may deem reasonable, was referred 
back to the council without com- 
ment after several of the aldermen 
had expressed their opposition to a 
proposal which, in their Opinion, 
was against the principle of public 
ownership. 

After considerable discussion the 
committee decided to recommend to 
city council that the present prac- 
tice of street cars turning at the 
101 Street and Jasper Avenue inter 
section on the red lights be continu- 
ed and that a chaster amendment 
be sought to legalize this practice.
